Abdullah’s Expansion Plans

SDULLAH has now fulfil- 
led part of his iong- 
dreamt-ambition for a Greater 
Syria, with the annexation of 
these parts of Palestine oc- 
cupied by his Arab Legion 
this act, he becomes Cus- 
todian of the Mosque of Omar, 
in the Old City, which, after 
the city of Mecca.‘is the most 
sacfed Moslem shrine.

In March 1949, he ap- 
pointed the former Mayor of 
Jaffa to represent Jordan in 
Washington, the first diplo- 
matic..post to be filled by a 
Palestine Arab. 


In the middie of 1949, Ab- 
dullah visited his masters in 
London and, oddly enough.
